Many  part-time  churches  do  not  have 
service  on  Oct.  28.  In  that  event  they 
are  asked  to  observe  the  day  on  the 
nearest  Sunday  or  the  one  most  conven¬ 
ient  to  them.  State  Missions  is  a  vital 
and  important  part  of  our  entire  mission 
structure  and  deserves  the  special  at¬ 
tention  of  aU  our  churches  at  this  time. 
This  issue  of  the  Baptist  Record  is  de¬ 
voted  largely  to  that  cause. 


Sunday,  Oct.  28— Sunday  after  next,  to 
be  exact— will  be  annual  State  Mission 
Day  throughout  the  state.  This  observ¬ 
ance  is  a  Convention-wide  and  Conven¬ 
tion-approved  project  and  ha*  been  a 
part  of  our  State  Mission  Program  now 
for  a  number  of  years.

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FIVE  MILLION  HEAR 
LAYMAN'S  BROADCAST 

No  accurate  count  has  been  made  yet, 
but  it  is  estimated  that  some  five  million 
radio  listeners  heard  the  special  Lay¬ 
man’s  Day  broadcast  of  the  Baptist  Hour 
on  Sunday,  October  14.  More  than  260 
stations,  covering  23  states  and  three 
foreign  territories,  carried  the  program. 

Charles  Wellborn  talked  of  “MEN  FOR 
THE  MOMENT”  and  Lawson  H.  Cooke, 
secretary  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Bro¬ 
therhood  organization,  led  the  opening 
prayer.  More  than  a  million  laymen  were 
by  their  radios  as  a  result  of  Brother¬ 
hood  promotion. 

Mr.  Wellborn’s  message  drew  a  graph¬ 
ic  picture  of  crime  and  corruption  in  the 
world  today,  and  showed  how  Christian 
business  men  could  bring  about  a  better 
world.  “Is  it  too  much  to  ask  of  men 
that  they  behave  with  simple  honesty?” 
be  asked.  And  he  closed  with  an  evange¬ 
listic  appeal:  “America  needs  you  I 
Christ  needs  you!  .  .  God  give  us  men!” 

From  all  indications  this  program  had

RACIAL  GROUPS 

Definite  work  has  been  established  for

'  ississippi.  Work  is  being  begun  now 
mong  the  Mexicans  who  aid  in  the  cot¬ 
on  picking  of  the  Mississippi  Delta. 

STUDENT  WORK 

We  recognize  that  one  of  our  greatest 
opportunities  is  work  among  our  college 
students.  Many  of  them  will  be  church 
leaders  in  the  years  to  come  and  many 
of  them  will  be  effective  church  mem- 
^hers  if  we  "buy  up  our  opportunity”  now 
Von  the  college  campuses. 

PASTORAL  EVANGELISM 
There  are  a  great  many  preaching 
points  in  Mississippi  where  there  would 
not  be  a  preacher  if  definite  aid  were  not 
given  to  the  aid  of  the  pastor  involved. 
Many  pastors  are  receiving  supplemen¬ 
tary  salary  from  the  Convention  Board 
and  they  are  doing  splendid  service  in 
these  preaching  points  where  otherwise 
no  one  could  represent  Christ  and  South¬ 
ern  Baptist.  Ten  times  the  amount  of 
money  expended  in  this  particular  State 
Missions  Project  could  be  used  effective¬ 
ly  and  wisely  if  the  money  were  avail¬ 
able. 

TEMPERANCE 

The  Temperance  Committee  of  the 
Mississippi  Baptist  Convention  Board; 
after  eareful  consideration  of  many  pos¬ 
sible  means  of  expression  and  service, 
decided  some  months  ago  to  cast  its  lot 
with  the  United  Dry  Association,  who 
have  for  their  Executive  Secretary  a 
Baptist  layman  —  lawyer,  Henry  Ed¬ 
monds.  The  Temperance  Committee  of 
our  Board  was  immediately  placed  on 
the  Executive  Committee  of  the  State 
organization  of  United  Drys.  The  Baptist 
voice,  therefore,  is  heard  in  all  of  the 
plans  and  programs  of  this  organization 
which  is  interesting  Christians  of  many 
faiths.

OTHER  IMPORTANT  PROJECTS 
A  small  supplement  to  the  salaries  of 
pastors  of  nearby  churches  enable  us  to 
have  Bible  teachers  in  several  of  the 
junior  colleges  of  the  state.  A  pastor 
does  special  work  in  the  Sanitorium  at 
Magee,  Mississippi.  The  Chaplain  of  the 
Parchman  Penitentiary  receives«o  small 
allocation  from  our  Board  to  aid  him  in 
buying  religious  supplies  for  the  inmates. 

A  very  small  allocation  is  sent  to  the 
Braille  Evangel,  a  magazine  given  to 
blind  people  and  which  carries  the  gos¬ 
pel  message.  The  Historical  Society  is 
aided.  The  expenses  of  the  Board  meet¬ 
ings  are  included  in  the  State  Missions 
Budget,  as  well  as  all  State  Mission  pro-* 
motion.  The  tract  ministry  is  maintained. 
Servicemen  on  the  Mississippi  Gulf 
Coast  are  aided  in  their  religions  in¬ 
struction  in  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Biloxi.  A  small  allocation  is  made  to 
this  work  annually.  The  institute  for  as¬ 
sociations!  missionaries  is  paid  for  oat 
of  State  Missions. 

OTHER  DEPARTMENTS 

The  Music  Department  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  Board  and  the  Dept,  of  Rural  Church 
Work,  which  are  two  departments  doing 
a  specific  task  in  a  very  fine  way,  are 
included  also  in  this  State  Missions  Bod- 
get.  If  the  money  were  available  the 
budgets  of  these  two  departments  could 
be  doubled  and  the  money  considered 
well  spent. 

COOPERATION  DESIRED 

Certainly  after  a  review  of  the  hall 
State  Missions  Budget  as  given  above, 
one  realizes  the  necessity  of  every 
church  in  the  state  having  part  in  this 
great  cooperative  effort.  We  urge  the 
Sunday  School  superintendents  and  pas¬ 
tors  to  give  real  consideration  to  the 
taking  of  a  special  offering  on  the  last 
Sunday  in  October  (October  M)  or  at 
some  convenient  -time.  The  offering  N 
needed.  The  money  must  be  raised  to 
carry  on  this  great  program.

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State  Missions  Carries  Them  All 

By  DR.  E.  C.  WILLIAMS 
‘  That  is.  State  Missions  carry  all  the 
departments  of  our  Baptist  work.  If  it 
were  not  for  our  program  of  State  Mis¬ 
sions  there  would  be  no  Sunday  School 
department.  And  the  same  thing  would 
be  true  of  all  the  other  departments 
also. 

The  relation  between  the  Sunday  school 
department  and  State  Missions  is  the 
same  as  that  between  the  church  and  the 
Sunday  school  of  that  church.  It  is  not 
one  of  aloofness,  being  separate  and 
apart  from,  but  one  that  is  vitally  and 
closely  related  to  it  as  a  most  intergral 
part  of  the  whole.  Just  as  the  officers 
and  teachers  of  a  school  are  elected  by 
the  church,  so  the  workers  of  the  state 
Sunday  school  department  are  elected 
by  the  Mission  Board  of  our  Convention. 

This  relation  is  of  the  finest  spirit, 
harmonious  and  pleasant,  with  most  con¬ 
genial  working  conditions,  and  a  relation¬ 
ship  that  is  altogether  desirable  and 
conductive  to  the  best  interests  of  all. 

The  work  and  promotion  of  the  Sunday 
school  department  is  the  work  of  State 
Missions.  Our  work  is  that  of  the  Sunday 
schools  and  Vacation  Bible  schools— two 
great  teaching  agencies.  The  primary 
emphasis  of  all  the  Sunday  school  work 
is  Teaching.  Jesus  did  the  same  thing. 

The  greatest  evangelistic  agency  we 
have  is  the  Sunday  school.  About  85% 
of  all  our  baptisms  are  Sunday  school 
people.  The  school  is  our  greatest  single 
teaching  agency.  It  is  the  largest  unit  of 
a  church,  with  a  program  to  reach  all 
the  people,  from  birth  to  death.  Its  pro¬ 
gram  of  enlargement  is  challenging,  and 
is  producing  encouraging  results. 

Therefore,  we  see  that  State  Missions 
is  in  real  business  for  the  Lord  in  the 
vital  matters  of  reaching,  teaching,  win¬ 
ning  and  helping  people  through  the 
Sunday  school  department.  These  are 
all  bound  up  together,  and  to  effect  one 
has  a  similar  effect  upon  the  other.  The

ing  with  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
was  7.079.889  in  1950,  as  compared  with 
6,761,265  in  1949. 

More  than  three  million  of  the  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  are  members  of  city 
churches  in  towns  oL  more  than  2500. 
The  city  churches  also  had  the  largest 
percentage  gain  during  1950.  an  increase 
of  6  per  cent  over  the  1949  membership. 

In  the  town  churches — in  towns  of  500 
to  2500  population— the  year’s  increase  of 
4.2  per  cent  raised  the  membership  to 
more  than  one  million. 

Also  increasing  slightly  more  than  4 
per  cent  were  the  many  open  country 
churches  throughout  the  territory.  More 
than  two  million  Baptists  are  members 
of  country  churches. 

Membership  in  churches  in  populated 
towns  of  less  than  500  was  more  than 
750,000.  representing  a  2  per  cent  gain 
over  the  previous  year.

Previously  there  was  no  system 
some  news  sent  here  and  there  at 
ous  times,  but  now  under  the  new  s; 
all  of  the  news  of  all  the  work  v, 


health  of  one  is  so  closely  related  to  the 
other  that  they  are  seen  going  up  and 
down  together. 

The  Sunday  school  of  a  church  takes 
the  lead  in  getting  more  ample  building 
space  and  equipment.  In  so  doing  it  is 
helping  every  other  part  of  the  program, 
because  each  organization  of  the  church 
must  have  good  physical  equipment  to 
do  its  best  work. 

Thus  State  Missions  is  helping  our 
churches  meet  their  needs  in  providing 
ample  facilities  for  every  department  of 
pie  work  as  the  Sunday  school  program 
is  carried  forward. 

Also,  the  great  increase  in  the  num¬ 
bers  of  people  who  attend  the  preaching 
services  is  due  in  no  small  way  to  the 
Sunday  school.  In  Mississippi  within  the 
last  twenty-five  years  there  has  been 
about  100%  increase  in  thtf  Sunday 
school  enrollment,  although  the  popula¬ 
tion  increase  has  been  very  little.  So 
then  State  Missions  is  making  a  large 
contribution  to  the  aljimportant  matter  of 
reaching  more  people  for  our  churches 
as  it  carries  on  in  a  bigger  and  better 
Sunday  school  program. 

“The  light  that  shines  the  farthest 
shines  the  brightest  at  home,”  someone 
has  said.  And  that  is  a  true  statement, 
too. 

Each  year  the  special  emphasis,  and 
the  feature  item  of  our  Sunday  school 
program  for  October,  is  State  Missions. 
That  is  the  main  thing  then  for  us  this 
month. 

Someone  has  likened  State  Missions  to 
the.  seed  corn. of  the  farmer,  which  if 
destroyed,  or  lost,  means  the  loss  of  the 
entire  crop.  The  Foreign  and  pome 
Mission  work  will  not  be  strong  in  a 


state  that  has  a  weak  State  Mission 
work. 

So  October,  each  year,  gives  us  the 
great  privilege  and  opportunity  of 
TEACHING  our  people  about  our  State 
Mission  work  and  program,  so  they  will 
be  better  informed  as  to  what  it  is. 
Teaching,  or  informing,  the  people  on 
any  subject  is  basic.  Jesus  knew  this 
so  well,  and  that  is  why  he  spent  so 
much  time  informing  the  people.  He 
knew  they  could  not  respond  to  some¬ 
thing  they  did  not  know.  And  how  true 
that  always  is!  Teaching  our  people 
about  our  State  Mission  work  means  not 
only  greater  knowledge  about  it.  but 
also  a  much  better  response  to  it,  both 
in  interest  and  the  financing  of  it. 

The  special  State  Mission  Day  is  Sun¬ 
day,  October  28.  On  pages  10  and  11  of 
the  October  issue  of  the  Sunday  School 
Builder  is  the  program  for  the  day.  and

the  press.  The  press  Representative 
keeps  in  touch  with  the  office  of  the 
Executive  Secretary  as  well  as  all  the 
Departments  in  the  Baptist  Budding  and 
prepares  the  copy  in  newspaper  style 
and  language. 

A  casual  reading  of  the  papers  will 
reveal  the  large  amount  of  Baptist  news. 
However  .during  the  month  of  September, 
one  of  the  duller  months,  three  of  the 
leading  daily  papers  of  the  state  were 
“clipped”.  Together  they  carried  a  total 
of  17  stories  sent  out  by  the  Press  Rep¬ 
resentative,  with  three  of  them  accom¬ 
panied  by  pictures,  for  a  grand  total  of 
69  column  inches.  Multiply  this  by  all 
the  papers  circulating  in  the  state  and 
some  idea  of  results  can  be  seen. 

The  editors  have  welcomed  the  service 
as  evidence  of  their  use  of  it.  Several 
letters  have  been  received  from  them, 
expressing  their  appreciation  of  it. 

Such  a  program  of  news  coverage  has 
many  tremendous  advantages.  It  estab¬ 
lishes  a  better  relationship  between  the 
press  and  the  Convention.  It  vastly  in¬ 
creases  the  scope  and  volume  of  pub¬ 
licity  obtainable.  It  helps  to  keep  the  de¬ 
nomination  before  the  public  in  a  favor¬ 
able  light.  It  helps  to  reach  and  enlist 
that  large  unchurched  segment  of  our 
population  who  read  the  papers.  It  also 
helps  to  reach  that  group  of  our  Baptist 
people  who  do  not  read  the  denomina¬ 
tional  papers. 

The  possibilities  in  this  field  arc  un¬ 
limited.  When  the  State  Convention  meet* 
in  November  the  Press  Representative 
will  be  of  much  usefulness  in  working 
with  the  reporters  for  a  much  better 
press  coverage,  pointing  out  to  them  the 
Convention  personalities,  the  highlights 
and  helping  them  to  interpret  Baptist 
terminology  and  decisions.

SALLY:  What  do  you  mean  by  a  weak 
church?  One  that  doesn’t  have  many 
members? 

PASTOR:  Not  necessarily.  Many 
churches  with  few  members  are  com¬ 
paratively  strong.  Some  churches  with 
many  members  are  comparatively  weak. 

I  would  say  that  a  church  which  is  well 
organized  to  win  souls  and  to  develop 
its  people  in  Christian  living  is  a  strong 
church.

And  then  we  were 
visited  in  the  dormitories  and  rooming 
houses  and  urged  to  join  the  local  church 
on  Join-the  fchurch-Sunday. 

PASTOR:  All  that  work  is  sponsored 
and  promoted  by  our  state  mission 
board.  Many  colleges  have  B.S.U.  sec¬ 
retaries  who  lead  the  students  in  the 
work. 

MR.  JONES:  I  thought  when  you 
talked  about  missions  you  meant  win¬ 
ning  lost  people  to  Christ. 

PASTOR:  That  is  exactly  right.  Evan¬ 
gelism  is  our  main  business.  Evangelism 
is  the  golden  thread  that  runs  through 
all  our  work,  whether  it  is  Sunday 
school.  Training  Union,  W.M.U.,  Broth¬ 
erhood,  B.S.U.,  or  Vacation  Bible  school. 
Winning  souls  is  foremost. 

For  instance,  we  have  a  state  secre¬ 
tary  of  evangelism  who  is  paid  out  of 
state  missions.  It  is  his  duty  to  do 
everything  he  can  to  keep  the  evange¬ 
listic  fires  burning  brightly  in  our  state 
all  the  time.  He  promotes  and  conducts 
simultaneous  evangelistic  crusades,  and 
he  teaches  soul-winning  courses. 

Do  you  remember  our  great  evange¬ 
listic  crusade  in  all  the  state  on  our 
side  of  the  Mississippi  River? 

CLARA:  I  do.  That’s  when  I  became 
a  Christian  and  joined  the  church. 

PASTOR:  Well,  our  revival  was  a  part 
of  the  big  plan  in  our  state  mission 
program  in  co-operation  with  other 
states.

Like  as  the  Heart  pumps  blood  to  all 
parts  of  the  body,  so  the  Training  Union 
contributes  to  all  of  Baptist  life.  We  can 
tingle  out  one  phase  of  that  life  how¬ 
ever  and  tell  how  it  is  served,  and  that 
is  the  effort  here. 

We  use  the  word  “State”  missions  to 
designate  the  area  in  which  we  are  work¬ 
ing.  There  are  distinctive  opportunities 
of  mission  work  in  the  state  that  does 
not  obtain  convention  wide,  and  those 
of  us  who  are  State  Missionaries  feel 
very  keenly  the  importance  of  the  work 
within  the  state. 

It  is  necessary  to  have  j>  good  strong 
home  base.  Spring  river  is  a  beautiful 
stream  that  supplies  life  and  beauty  to  a 
certain  section  of  Arkansas  Spring  river 
is  limply  Mammoth  Springs  projecting 
itself  down  through  this  valley.  Spring 
river  joins  the  Black  river,  and  on  they 
go  to  join  the  White  river  and  then  into 
the  great  Mississippi.  This  is  typical  of 
owr  denomination.  The  church  must  be  a 
strong,  ever  producing  source  of  supply, 
feeding  the  association,  the  state,  the 


$ 


er,  state  or  southwide,  who  has  not  had 
training  in.  a  training  union.  The  record 
in  our  seminaries  show  that  75  per  cent 
of  the  students  testify  that  they  received 
their  first  impressions  to  preach  or  be 
a  missionary  directly  from  the  influence 
of  the  Training  Union.  Ten  years  ago 
this  percent  was  63.  As  Training  Union 
has  proved  itself  year  by  year,  God  has 
used  it  as  a  medium  through  which  He 
has  called  His  leaders. 

When  Mississippi  Baptists  chose  our 
prt  sent  executive  secretary,  they  chose, 
with  care,  a  man  with  extensive  Training 
Union  experience.  In  discussing  his  quali- 
fications  before  his  election,  his  Training 
Union  experience  was  emphasised  as  a 
ranking  quality  for  Administrative  abil¬ 
ity.  He  is  the  one  whom  God  spoke  tos 
"first  in  training  union,"  asking  him  to 
surrender  to  the  Gospel  Ministry.  From 
our  executive  secretary  up  or  down  gs 
you  may  choose  to  list  them,  you  will 
find  the  great  majority  of  our  leaders 
in  state,  association,  and  church  have 
been  members  of  Training  Union. 

-The  matter  of  supplying  the  funds  to 
meet  the  needs  of  operation  must  take 
into  consideration  the  rank  and  file  of  our 
constituency.  Funds  have  increased  as 
our  people  have  been  led  to  see  the  need, 
and  realize  the  value  of  cooperation.  Here 
again  the  Training  Union  has  made  ks 
contribution.  The  program  material  is 
pertinent  to  the  denominational  life 
needs.  Through  the  influence  of  this  pro¬ 
gram  material,  millions  of  sacrificial  of¬ 
ferings  have  been  made,  thousands  of 
lithers  enlisted,  and  hundreds  of  per¬ 
sonal  soul  winners  inspired  Summing  up, 
briefly,  the  Training  Union’s  contribu¬ 
tion  to  State  Missions  we  might  say:

Our  denominational  progress  is  the  re¬ 
mit  of  the  strength  of  our  churches.  Our 
progress  increases  as  our  churches  gain 
•trength.  Our  churches  gain  strength  as 
they  give  themselves  more  zealously  to 
a  program  of  teaching  and  training,  if 
this  teaching  and  training  is  guided  by 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

A  church  must  have  good  loaders,  but 
as  important  as  that,  it  must  also  have 
a  good  spirit  of  cooperation  from  the 
masses,  or  "good  fellowship."  The  teach¬ 
ing  and  training  program  not  only  seeks 
out  leadership  material,  but  enlists  the 
rank  and  file,  and  out  of  them  develops 
first  class  privates,  etc.  The  government 
could  not  have  an  army  if  it  gave  itself 
only  to  training  officers  The  fighting  is 
done  by  the  subordinates,  and  all  these 
have  had  good  teaching  and  training,  else 
there  would  be  no  victories  in  battles. 
While  the  Training  Union  has  given  great 
concern  to  the  seeking  out  and  develop¬ 
ing  of  those  God  has  specially  endowed 
with  leadership  ability,  it  has  not  neg¬ 
lected  its  opportunity  to  build  up  a  fine 
spirit  of  cooperation  on  the  part  of  all. 

For  more  than  fifty  years  now,  our 
denomination  has  been  alert  to  the  need 
of  training,  and  for  thirty  six  years  our 
state  has  gone  all  out  in  a  program  of 
selling  the  idea  of  training  to  the  church¬ 
es.  The  result  is  that  two-thirds  of  our 
churches  in  Mississippi  have  a  Training 
Union,  and  year  by  year  the  number  in¬ 
creases.  As  these  units  of  training  have 
increased  in  number  and  efficiency,  our 
state  mission  program  has  grown.

Foundation— which  are  not  included  in 
the  above  percentage  but  in  the  50  per 
cent  that  we  keep  here— are  State  Mis¬ 
sions  also. 

Our  State  Mission  Budget  this  year 
amounts  to  $204,205.00.  We  have  received 
from  the  Cooperative  Program  through 
September,  $155,779.29.  Special  gifts 
amounted  to  $3,475.19  W.  M.  U.  Week  of 
Prayer  brought  $11,929  25.  or  a  Grand 
Total  of  $171,183.73.  October  31st  closes 
our  convention  year.  It  is  going  to  push 
us  to  meet  our  State  Mission  Budget.  We 
note  that  many  of  our  Churches  do  not 
observe  State  Mission  Day  or  give  our 
people  a  chance  to  make  an  offering. 
We  believe  every  Church  and  Sunday 
School  should  observe  State  Mission  Day 
October  28th,  a  day  set  by  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  to  make  a  special  offering  for  the 
mission  work  being  done  within  our  own 
state.

Music  ond  State  Missions

Music  Secretary 

Music  is  next  to  the  message  in  ser¬ 
mon.  The  pastor  preaches  after  the  in¬ 
spiration  gained  by  singing  after  the  in- 
tiveness  of  preaching  is  in  accord  with 
the  effectiveness  of  the  singing  proceed¬ 
ing  the  preaching.  Music  is  State  Mis¬ 
sions. 

One  third  of  all  programs  in  all 
churches  and  departments  in  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Conventions  are  composed 
of  music.  Eighty  per  cent  of  the  time 
given  to  music  is  unplanned.  More  than 
eleven  hundred  churches  in  Mississippi 
have  no  planned  program  of  music.  The 
same  number  of  churches  have  no  train¬ 
ed  music  leadership.  The  program  of 
music,  sponsored  by  the  Mississippi  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  Board,  is  making  an  ef- 
fo  rto  supply  the  needs  in  the  above 
mentioned  areas. 

The  state  director  and  a  large  number 
of  approved  music  teachers  have  issued 
several  thousand  awards  as  a  result  of 
music  schools.  Moro  than  four  hundrod 
churches  have  been  touched  by  the  mu¬ 
sic  school  program.  A  course  of  study 
Is  used  in  the  music  school  program  with 
more  than  sixteen  books  on  music  edu¬ 
cation.  Tho  Mississippi  Baptist  Music 
Leadership  School  hold  August  4-10,  at 
Clinton,  Miss.,  enrolled" two  hundred  mu¬ 
sic  students  from  44  associations  in  tho 
state.  This  school  was  one  of  the  largest 
of  its  kind  in  tho  sooth,  and  promises  to 
go. a  long  way  to  moot  tho  needs  of 
trained  music  leadership  in  our  churches. 

This  year  the  youth  choir  program 
has  enrolled  eleven  hundred  youth  choir 
members  throughout  the  state.  This  pro¬ 
gram  of  training  uses  a  technical  grad¬ 
ing  system  to  determine  the  prograss 
made  by  youth  organizations.  The  need 
for  musicians,  pianist  and  organist,  is 
being  met  through  the  hymn  playing 
program.  During  this  year  one  hundred 
and  thirty-one  young  hymn  players  have 
entered  this  program.  A  grading  system 
similar  to  the  youth  choir  grading,  is 
used  to  rate  the  hymn  playing.  Recogniz¬ 
ing  that  our  state  has  no  program  in 
which  the  masses  of  people  can  partici- 
pate  in  singing,  the  Music  Department  is 
setting  up  the  associations!  organiza¬ 
tion.  and  setting  in  motion  the  Quarterly 
Associations!

Peru  Lifts  Ban  On 
Protestant  Broadcasts 

QUITO,  Ecuador— ( RNS)— Peru’s  ban 
on  non-Roman  Catholic  broadcasts  has 
been  lifted  and  Protestants  have  re¬ 
turned  to  the  air  with  their  programs, 
it  was  disclosed  at  a  conference  of  Latin 
American  Evangelical  radio  experts 
here. 

Delegates  to  the  conference  expressed 
hope  that  broadcasting  freedom  might 
soon  exist  through  Latin  America. 

Protestants  are  now  kept  off  the  air 
only  in  Argentina,  where  a  ban  on  non- 
Catholic  broadcasts  has  existed  for  the 
Dast  two  years,  it  was  said.

THE  CHRISTIAN  COLLEGE 
MERITS  OUR  SUPPORT 


BY  C.  E.  BRYANT 

The  democratic  traditions  and  the 
greatness  which  is  America’s  can  be 
traced  largely  to  Christian  education  The 
nation’s  colonial  communities  were 
formed  around  two  institutions  —  the 
church,  and  the  school  by  its  side.  The 
church  gave  Christian  inspiration  and 
guidance  to  all.  The  church  school  edu¬ 
cated  the  young  for  leadership  in  their 
church,  the  community,  and  the  nation, 
and  indoctrinated  each  student  with  a 
rich  religious  interpretation  of  the  cult¬ 
ural  and  scientific  knowledge. 

Harvard  (founded  1636),  William  and 
Mary  (1693),  and  Yale  (1701)— the  first 
colleges  in  America— were  founded  by 
religious  groups  for  the  training  of  minis¬ 
ters  and  other  professional  people  in  the 
new  world.  Their  religious  instruction  of 
young  people  who  became  the  leaders 
of  America  had  much  to  do  with  charting 
the  country’s  course  as  a  Christian  na¬ 
tion. 

Christian  education  was  dominant  in 
America  until  the  last  century  when 
state  universities  began  to  flourish  But 
now,  financed  by  seemingly  endless 
sources  of  tax  revenue,  state  education 
has  placed  the  church  college  in  a  pre¬ 
carious  position  financially. 

Free  tuition  in  state  schools  has  at¬ 
tracted  thousands  of  students  unable  or 
unwilling  to  pay  the  tuition  charges  in 
church  institutions.  America’s  current 
program  for  military  mobilization  of  col¬ 
lege-age  men  is  dealing  another  mighty 
blow  at  church  colleges  which  expanded 
their  plants  to  accomodate  large  post¬ 
war  enrollments  in  the  1940's,  and  which 
now  find  their  enrollment  and  conse¬ 
quent  tuition  income  seriously  threat¬ 
ened. 

Christian  colleges  remain  natal  for  the 
presentation  of  American  idealism  Bap¬ 
tists  must  remain  loyal  to  their  school.

LITTLE  ROCK,  Ark.  — (RNS) —  The 
Harvey  Hicks  Memorial  Baptist  Church 
was  dedicated  here  to  the  memory  of 
the  Rev.  Harvey  Hicks,  who  rose  from 
church  janitor  to  minister  of  the  gospel. 
The  building  is  said  to  be  one  of  the 
most  modern  in  the  South. 

Mr.  Hicks,  an  automobile  salesmaif, 
had  reached  the  depths  of  sin  as  a 
drunkard  when  he  was  converted  by  the 
pastor  of  the  Baptist  Tabernacle  here. 
He  was  given  the  job  of  church  janitor. 
When  the  church  founded  a  mission  in 
the  south  end  of  the  city  in  1936,  he  was 
placed  in  charge  as  mission  pastor. 

Through  his  efforts  in  personal  evan¬ 
gelism  and  the  tithes  of  the  members, 
the  mission  was  developed  into  the  High 
Street  Baptist  Church  in  1937  and  the

and  began  to  strike  at  Rev.  Easton  and 
his  companions  wielded  rifle  butts.  Rev. 
Easton  was  knocked  over  the  pulpit  and 
again  over  the  organ,  and  received  se¬ 
vere  gashes. 

At  the  police  station  they  were  kicked 
and  beaten  with  leather  straps  and  clubs 
after  being  stripped.  Rev.  Easton  was 
then  commanded  to  carry  a  large  piece 
of  timber  about  fifteen  feet  long.  After 
this  the  men  were  compelled  to  roll, 
while  naked,  in  hot  husks  of  rice.  Clubs 
were  given  to  them  with  which  to  fight 
each  other.  When  they  refused  to  do  so, 
they  were  kicked  and  beaten  again.  This 
sadistic  ordeal  continued  for  hours. 

Early  the  next  morning  release  was 
secured  for  Rev.  Easton.  Upon  his  re¬ 
lease  from  jail,  Rev.  Easton  gave  those 
who  "beat  him  his  full  forgiveness,  and 
offered  them  his  hand.  The  police  were 
put  to  shame  at  his  spirit  toward  them 
and  were  unable  to  look  their  victim  in 
the  face. 


WASHINGTON  — (EPAS)—  Dr.  Clyde 
W.  Taylor,  Secretary  of  Affairs  for  the 
N.  A.  E.  was  recently  taken  to  task  by 
the  Colombian  Ambassador  in  Washing¬ 
ton  in  an  interview  at  the  Embassy  re¬ 
garding  certain  incidents  of  torture  in 
Colombia  being  called  atrocities.  Said 
the  ambassador,  “I  resent  these  inci¬ 
dents  being  called  atrocities.”  But  after 
Dr.  Taylor  described  the  treatment  of 
evangelicals  by  Colombian  police,  there 
could  have  been  no  doubt  as  to  the  out¬ 
rageous  treatment  of  the  evangelicals. 

According  to  accounts  reaching  Dr. 
Taylor,  Rev.  William  Easton,  a  British 
subject,  and  two  Colombian  Nationals 
were  t»e  latest  ones  to  suffer  at  the 
hands  of  the  Colombian  police. 

On  June  16  the  three  were  conducting 
a  small  meeting  with  a  national  present¬ 
ing  the  message,  when  they  were  inter¬ 
rupted  by  a  sergeant  and  two  other  po¬ 
licemen.  The  sergeant  drew  his  sabre
